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JENKINS OVERRULED 
BY A HIGHER COURT 


FAMOUS INJUNCTION IN PART 
REVERSED. 


Important Decision of the United States 
Court of Appeals—Employes Could 
Not Be 
Enjoined F:on Quitting 
Work—Justice Harlan Delivers an 
Opinion on the Northern Pacific Case* 


C h ic a g o , 
Oct. 
2.—Judge Jenkins’ 
fam ous strike injunction was overruled 
yesterday by th e United States cir­ 
cuit court of appeals, and the cause 
w as rem anded w ith directions to strike 
o u t from the restraining order of the 
court the clause w hich aroused th e 
country w hen the order w as issued and 
w hich resulted in the B oatner investi­ 
g atin g com mittee of congress. 
The intervenors, representing the 
leading labor organizations of 
the 
country, asked th a t tw o sections of th e 
injunction be elim inated. 
The court 
of appeals decided th a t no court could 
compel a m an or a body of men from 
q u ittin g individually or in a body the 
service of an employer. 
The court 
said th a t Judge Jenkins had exceeded 
his 
powers 
w hen 
he 
enjoined 
th e 
employes 
of 
the 
receivers 
of th e 
N orthern 
Pacific ' railroad 
com pany “ from quitting the service of 
said receivers, w ith or w ithout notice, 
so as to cripple the property and pre­ 
vent or hinder the operation of said 
railroad.” 
It, however, held th a t th e section 
should stand in w hich the m en w ere 
prohibited “ fram com bining and con­ 
spiring to quit, w ith or w ithout notice, 
th e service of said receivers, w ith the 
object or in ten t of crippling th e prop­ 
e rty in th eir custody, or em barrassing 
th e operation of said railroad.” 
The decision w as considered by the 
law yers who packed the court room as 
one of the most im portant opinions de­ 
livered in the United States in a decade. 
It defines th e status before th e law of 
labor organizations in th eir conduct of 
strikes and affirms the powers of courts 
of equity to interfere by injunction 
w hen 
there 
is reason to believe 
th a t th e law w ill be violated. 
I t holds th a t men may w ithdraw in 
a body from th e service of an employer, 
using, however, neither force, threats, 
persecution nor intim idation tow ard 
em ployes w ho do not join them , nor 
m ust they use any “device” to molest, 
hinder, alarm or interfere w ith others 
w ho desire to take th eir places. 
Justice H arlan of the Supreme court 
delivered the opinion. 
S itting w ith 
him were Judges Woods, Bunn, Gross­ 
e r and Jenkins. 
The last nam ed sat 
w ith his eyes fixed upon Justice H arlan 
as the la tte r read the opinion review ­ 
ing th e circuit judge's action. 
T he audience w hich listened to the 
reading of the opinion w as a most dis­ 
tinguished one.

sat 
side 
by 
side 
well 
up 
to­ 
w ard 
the 
bench. 
A fter disposing 
of other cases, in w hich th e findings 
of th e court were m erely announced by 
Judges Woods and Jenkins, Justice 
H arlan began the reading of the opin­ 
ion in th e case of P. M. A rthur, et a1., 
against Thom as F. Oakes, H enry C. 
Payne and H enry C. Rouse, receivers 
-of the N orthern Pacific Railroad com- 
com pany, as this celebrated cause is 
know n on th e docket. 
The opinion concluded by holding 
th a t the act of congress of Ju ly 2, 1890, 
know n as th e in terstate commerce act, 
had no bearing on the question before 
th e court. 
The order of Judge Jenkins 
is reversed in p art and the cause is re­ 
m anded w ith directions to sustain the 
m otion to strike out to the extent in­ 
dicated in the opinion. 
The tw o most im portant parts of the 
decision handed down by Justice H ar­ 
lan are as follows: 
“ The rule, we think, is w ithout ex­ 
ception th a t equity w ill not compel 
th e actual, affirm ative perform ance by 
an employe of m erely personal service 
any 
m ore 
th an 
it 
w ill 
compel 
an em ployer to retain in his per­ 
sonal service one who. no m atter 
for w hat cause, is not acceptable to 
him for service of th a t character. The 
rig h t of an employe engaged to per­ 
form personal services to quit th a t 
service rests upon the same basis as 
th e rig h t of an em ployer to discharge 
him from fu rth er 
personal service. 
lf the quitting in the one case or 
th e discharging in the other is in viola­ 
tion of the contract betw een the parties, 
th e one injured by the breach has his 
action for dam ages, and a court of 
equity w ill not, indirectly or negative­ 
ly by m eans of an injunction restrain­ 
ing the violation of the contract, com­ 
pel the affin itiv e perform ance from 
day to day or the affirmative accept­ 
ance of m erely personal services. 
Re­ 
lief of th a t character has alw ays been 
regarded as im practicable.” 
Of the conspiracy aspect of the case 
th e decision says: 
“ The com binations 
o r conspiracies w’hich th e lawr does not 
tolerate are of a different character. 
According to th e principles of the com­ 
mon law, a conspiracy upon th e p art of 
tw o or more persons w ith th e intent 
by th eir combined poV er to w rong 
others 
or to prejudice 
th e rights 
of the public is 
in 
itself 
illegal 
although 
nothing 
be 
actually 
done in execution of such conspiracy. 
This doctrine is fundam ental in our 
■jurisprudence. 
So a com bination or 
conspiracy to procure an employe or 
body of em ployes to quit service in 
violation of the contract of service 
would be unlaw ful, and in a proper 
case m ight be enjoined if the injury 
threatened would be irrem ediable at 
law. 
It is one thing for a single in­ 


dividual or for several individuals each 
acting upon his own responsibility and 
not in co-operation w ith others, to 
fo**sn the purpose of inflicting actual 
injury upon the property or rights of 
others. 
It is quite a different thing ip 
the eye of the law for many persofas to 
combine or conspire together w ith the 
intent not simply of asserting their 
rights or of accom plishing law ful ends 
by peaceable methods, b u t of employ- 
ing th eir united energies to injure 
others or th e public. 
An in ten t upon 
the p art of a single person to injure 
th e rights of others or of the public is 
n ot in itself a w rong of wThich the 
lawT w ill 
take 
cognizance, 
unless 
some injurious act be done in execution 
of the unlaw ful intent. 
But a combi­ 
nation of tw o or more persons w ith 
such an intent and under 
circum­ 
stances th a t give them w hen so com­ 
bined a power to do an injury they 
w’ould not possess as individuals acting 
singly has alw ays been recognized as 
in itself w rongful and illegal.”

of wages be established. 
The conven­ 
tion w ill be in session for several days. 
Milan, Italy, and Berne, Switzerland, 
are contending for th e location of th e 
next convention. 


TW O H U N D R E D DROW NED. 


H ouses 
W ashed Away 
by Overflowed 
Rivers— Sugar Crop D am aged. 
H a v a n a , Oct. 2.—Owing to the ex­ 
cessive rains the rivers Sagua, Yabu, 
Yabusito and M ayaneia have flooded 
the surrounding country and inun­ 
dated the tow ns of Sagua, Creuces, La 
Jas. Sitiesito and San Domingo. 
At 
Sagua the w ater is from eighteen to 
forty-five feet deep, and 3,000 fam ilies 
are homeless and the inhabitants have 
sought safety on th e roofs of tw o-story 
buildings w hich alone are not under 
w ater. 
The loss of life is estim ated a t 
200, w hile the dam age to property w ill 
reach $4,000,000. 
Seventy houses have 
been destroyed and 200 more are badly 
dam aged. 
Subscriptions for th e relief 
of the sufferers by the floods are being 
organized. 


Court Sustains B ishop Esher. 
P itt s b u r g , Pa.. Oct. 2.—The Supreme 
court of Pennsylvania yesterday de­ 
cided the long pending ease betw een 
th e factions of the Evangelical associa­ 
tion. 
The decision sustains th e adher­ 
ents of Bishop Esher of Chicago as con­ 
stituting the law ful representatives of 
the church and aw ards to them the 
property in controversy. 
This was the 
test case in Pennsylvania and deter­ 
mines the title to church property in 
th a t state aggregating over $1,500,000. 


Metz and Strasburg Must Be Returned 
to their Mother Country Before Any 
Reconciliation Can Be Thought Of 
—Trouble Over the English Policy 
In Egypt.

“ Our relations w ith G reat B ritain for 
some tim e have been of a difficult na 
ture. 
The tru th is, the discussion of 
the Egyptian question is no longer 
ventured upon betw een Paris and Lon­ 
don.” 
The Paris Temps, as already cabled, 
announced to-day th a t M. de Crais has 
resigned and th a t he w ill be succeeded 
by Baron de Courcet, who w as presi­ 
dent of the B ehring sea tribunal of a r­ 
bitration. 
Bank o f England Affected. 
L o n d o n , Oct. 2.— It is reported th a t 
financial and commercial circles have 
lost confidence in the m anagem ent of 
the Bank of England to such an extent 
th a t th e general court of directors has 
agreed to institute an inquiry into the 
relations existing betw een Mr. Hope, 
the late cashier, and certain custom ers 
of the institution, and into the action 
of ti# bank in consequence of these re­ 
lations.

Work on Panam a Canal Resum ed. 
C o lo n , Colombia, Get. 2.—W ork on 
the big canal has been resumed a t 
Culebra Hill, w hich is eleven m iles 
from the Pacific ocean and thirty-six 
from the A tlantic. 
Twelve hundred 
men are required and they w ill be paid 
from $1 to $2 a day. 
Resumption of 
work on the canal has caused a great 
commotion everyw here in this region. 


Anarchists A rrested at M arseilles. 
M a r s e ille s , Oct. 2.—Acting upon in­ 
form ation th a t a plot had been hatched 
by fourteen anarchists to blow up th e 
Italian Consulate in this city the police 
arrested eight suspects. 
A num ber of

W ic h ita , Ran.. Oct. 2.—T he northern 
part of the city w as sw ept last night 
by a tornado. 
Buildings of all kinds 
were demolished, unroofed, tw isted out 
of shape, and removed from th eir foun­ 
dations. and it is reported tw o unknow n 
men w ere killed. 
In all, some tw enty- 
five or th irty substantial buildings, be­ 
sides innum erable barns and outhouses, 
were demolished or injured in a g reater 
or less degree. 
The tw ister came from th e south­ 
west. as they alw ays do, and it first 
struck the city at W ichita and T enth 
streets, w here it unroofed and tore out 
the side of a street car barn. 
The 
Missouri Pacific depot a t T w elfth and 
Main streets, containing Supt. Webb's 
office and a large force of clerks arn:, 
employes, was the next point of attack, 
and this w as entirely unroofed and 
the interior w alls tw isted out of place, 
yet not a man was injured. 
A few 
yards off the w atchm an at a crossing 
was in his box, w hich was lifted up 
and pitched down tw o rods aw ay w ith­ 
out doing the inm ate any dam age. 
From here the wind jum ped to la w ­ 
rence avenue and T w elfth street, pick­ 
ing up a tree here and there and 
knocking over a few light buildings. 
It cut down a long row of m agnificent 
trees w ithout touching the residence, a 
few yards away, in front of w hich they 
stood, and passed w ithin ten feet of 
Gov. Lew d ling’s home. 
A nother street 
car barn was overturned a t F ifteenth 
street and 
Fifth avenue, and this 
caught fire, and, together w ith some 
cars, was entirely consumed. 
Around each of these points a t which 
the tornado dipped residences were 
overturned and outbuildings were car­ 
ried away. 
Buildings were tw isted 
into all kinds of shape and were tossed 
about in a rough m anner and it is a 
marvel how the occupants escaped. 
The wires are down in all directions, 
so no news can be obtained from the 
country, hut it is probable considerable 
dam age was done both southw est and 
northeast of here. 
During the storm a boy nam ed Fitz- 
gibbons w as killed by lightning. 
This is the first tornado th a t ha? 
ever struck W ichita, but it shatters the 
old Indian fable th a t a tornado never 
strikes at the confluence of tw o stream s. 


THIEVES LOOT AN EXPRESS 
CAR 


Hold W ork In Arizona —Southern I’acil • 
Passenger Train fie ld Up.

Southern Pacific train was held up one 
and a half miles east of Maricopa 
by three men. 
One of

bers rode on the 
blind 
baggage

flagged 
the 
train. 
As 
it 
slackened up the fellow aboard passed 
quickly into the engine cab, and w ith 
tw o revolvers forced Engineer Holiday 
and Firem an M artin to descend, un­ 
couple the engine and proceed ahead 
of the train for about three-quarters of 
a mile. 
In the m eantim e one masked robber 
had entered the express car, w hile the 
other stood guard outside. 
No shots 
w ere tired, nor were the passengers 
alarm ed while the robbery was in pro­ 
gress. 
The engineer 
and fireman 
were 
w alked back ahead of robber No. I to 
the express car. w here they arrived 
about the tim e the other tw o were 
ready to depart. 
All three then mounted horses, which 
were tied near by, and struck out in a 
southerly direction tow ard the Mexican 
ine, which is fifty miles from the 
track. 
The Wells-Fargo m essenger reports 


1 ;hat they got $ 50, b u t there is a cur­ 
ren t report th a t th e robbers got aw ay 
w ith $20,000 in gold. 
Their tra il was 
struck early this m orning by Sheriffs 
Drais of Pinal and M urphy of Maricopa, 
accompanied by Deputies W idemer and 
Brothero. 
Soon they came upon a camp w hich 
the robbers had hastily abandoned. 
There they found three rifles and three 
horses. 
Not long afte r this they over­ 
hauled one of the bandits, whom they 
called upon to throw up his hands. In­ 
stead he turned upon the officers and 
fired, b u t a charge of buckshot from 
the sheriff’s gun brought him to the 
ground. 
The prisoner, whose nam e is 
F rank Armour, was brought here, and 
it is believed he w ill recover.

M ake H is Appearance. 
Commissioner A. G. Anderson and 
Janitor Riley were the only ones to 
put in an appearance at the regular 
monthly meeting of the school board 
last night, consequently there was no 
meeting.

Into the jaws of death seven young 
men crawled in the Janesville yards of 
the Chicago & Northwestern Saturday 
night and but two live to tell the 
tale. 
The lumber upon which they slept 
was both their bier and the instrum ent 
of their destruction. 
Tramps they were, and upon reach­ 
ing this city they made plans to leave 
at once as 
they knew 
full well 
the reputation of the Janesville officers. 
Conductor Lewis Anderson’s freight 
train, ready to pull out for Chicago, 
stood on a siding. 
The third car from 
the caboose was loaded w tth lumber 
and the door was unlocked. 
Into 
this car these seven men crawled and 
stretching out on the boards which 
nearly filled the car they 
w ent to 
sleep. 
It was the sleep of death. 
Some hours later they were taken from 
the car so mangled th a t they were 
hardly recognizable. 
They dead are; 
LITTLE, BERT. Freeport, 111. 
TYRRELL, DAVIS, Mount Morris, 111. 
UNKNOWN BOY, Lincoln, Neb. 
UNKNOWN MAN, said to be “Milwaukee 
Eddie.” 
The injured are: 
GRADY, JOSEPH. Fall River Mass., leg 
broken, back injured and left wrist chewed by 
one of the boys in bis death struggle, the latter 
dying with his herd pinned by the lumber to 
Grady’s breast . 
NEWMAN, SAM, 13 years old, Freeport. 
K illed W hile They Slumbered. 
While the “ hoboes ’ slept, Conductor 
Anderson came from the freight office 
with his orders, and the engineer 
pulled out. 
All went well until the 
train reached Grover's crossing, a mile 
west of Woodstock, and then there 
was a crash th at sounded a death 
knell. 
The rear axle of the lumber 
car, in which the tram ps rode, had 
broken, and the car together with the 
two following it, w ent into the ditch. 
The shock sent the lumber against the 
roof of the car with a mighty rush, 
and five lives were crushed out in an 
instant. 
Joseph 
Grady 
was ore 
who escaped. 
Against his 
breast 
and held with an iron grip by a heavy 
timber, lay one of the boys struggling 
against death. 
Grady’s w rist lay over 
the lad’s mouth, and in the throes of 
mortal agony the youth buried his 
teeth in his companion’s arm. 
Both 
were wedged in so tightly th at neither 
could stir, and half 
a dozen times 
Grady felt his w rist chewed by 
the 
dying boy. 
His calls a c q u a in te d the 
train crew with the fact th at someone 
was h u rt and they hastened to the 
work of rescue. 
It was a hard job to 
move 
the lumber in the small space 
th at they had to work in, but it was 
finally finished and the injured man 
and the mangled bodies of the dead 
were pulled from the bloodstained 
pile of 4x10 green planks. 
Grady Told the Story 
Grady was most dangerously burt, 
as his leg was broken and bis back 
was injured. 
He said he had been on 
the road for fourteen years and cor­ 
roborated the statem ent of a Janee­ 
ville man th at the ill-fated seven hac 
boarded the freight train a t Janes 
Ville 
The engineer a t once cut the 
ocomotive from the train and ran to 
Woodstock, and reported the accident 
Deputy Coroner W. Cook, w ith severs 
railroad men, immediately repaired to 
the scene of the wreck and the dead 
and the injured were taken to Wook 
stock where the five dead bodies being 
aid

by 
side 
on 
the 
floor 
of 
the 
fire 
engine-room 
The two injured men were given 
quarters on cots in the city jail and 
their wounds attended by Doctors An­ 
derson and Cook. 
The faces of the 
dead were crushed almost to a pulp 
and their bodies frightfully bruised 
by the heavy tim bers. 
The coronor 
at once held an inquest in which the 
jury, after hearing the evidence, ren­ 
dered a verdict th a t the deceased 
“ came to their death by being crushed 
under a load of lum ber while stealing 
a ride on the Northwestern Railw ay.”

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TALMAGE’S SERMON 
ON SOCIAL ULCERS 


DR. TALMAGE DENOUNCES THE 
WICKED DANCES. 


T hey Are, Ile Says, th e Avenues o f Lust 


and Social Ruin, and d estru ction F ol­ 
low in Their W ake— A Most R em ark­ 
able Sermon. 
B rooklyn, Sept 30, 1S94.—Rev. Dr. 
Talmage, who is still absent on his 
round-the-world tour, has selected as 
the subject of to-day’s sermon, through 
the press: 
“The Quick Feet,” the text 
chosen being M atthew 14 : vi: “When 
Herod’s birthday was kept, the daugh­ 
ter of Herodias danced before them, 
and pleased Herod.” 
It is the anniversary of Herod’s 
birthday. 
The palace is lighted. The 
highw ays leading thereto 
are 
all 
ablaze with the 
pomp of 
invited 
guests. 
Lords, 
captains, merchant 
princes, the m ighty men of the land 
are coming to mingle in the festivi­ 
ties. 
The table is spread with all the 
luxuries that royal purveyors 
can 
gather. 
The guests, white robed and 
anointed and perfumed, come in and 
sit at the table. 
Music! 
The jests 
evoke roars of laughter. 
Riddles are 
propounded. 
Repartee is indulged. 
Toasts are drank. 
The brain is be­ 
fogged. 
The w it rolls on into uproar 
and blasphemy. 
They are not satis­ 
fied y e t 
Turn on more light. 
Pour 
•out more wine. 
Music! Sound all the 
trumpets. 
Clear the floor for a dance. 
.Bring in Salome, the beautiful and 
accomplished 
princess. 
The 
door 
opens, 
and in bounds the dancer. 
The lords are enchanted. 
Stftnd back 
and make room for the brillcant gyra­ 
tions. 
These men never saw such 
“poetry 
of 
motion.” 
Their souls 
•whirl in the reel and bound w ith the 
bounding fe e t 
Herod forgets crown 
and throne and everything but the 
fascinations of Salome. 
All the mag­ 
nificence of his realm is as nothing 
compared with 
the 
splendor that 
w hirls on tiptoe before him. 
His 
body sways from side to side, corre­ 
sponding w ith the motions of the 
enchantress. 
His 
soul is thrilled 
w ith the pulsations of the feet and 
bewitched w ith the taking postures 
and attitudes more and more amazing. 
A fter a ■while he sits in enchanted 
silence looking at the flashing, leap 
ing, 
bounding beauty, 
and as the 
dance closes and the tinkling cymbals 
cease to clap and the thunders of ap­ 
plause that shook the palace begin to 
abate, the enchanted monarch swears 
to the princely performer: 
“Whatso 
ever thou shalt ask of me I w ill give 
it thee, to the half of my kingdom.” 
Now, there was in the prison at that 
time a minister of the gospel by the 
name of John the Baptist, and he had 
been making a great deal of trouble 
by preaching some very plain sermons. 
He had denounced the sins of the 
king and brought down upon him the 
w rath of the females of the royal 
household. 
At the instigation of her 
mother, 
Salome takes advantage of 
the extravagant promise of the king 
and says, “Bring me the head of John 
the Baptist on a dinner plate.” 
Hark to the sound of feet outside 
the door and the clatter of swords. 
The executioners are returning from 
their awful errand. 
Open the door. 
They enter, and they present the plat­ 
ter to 
Salome. 
What 
is on this 
platter? 
A new glass of wine to con­ 
tinue the uproarious merriment? 
No. 
Som ething redder and costlier—the 
ghastly, bleeding head of John the 
Baptist,the death glare still in the eye, 
the locks dabbled with the gore, the 
features still distressed w ith the last 
agony. 
This woman, who had whirled 
so gracefully in the dance, bends over 
the awful burden without a shudder. 
She gloats over the blood, and with 
as much indifference as a waiting- 
maid m ight take a tray of empty 
glassware out of the room after an 
entertainm ent, SalomeKiarries the dis­ 
severed head of John the Baptist, 
while all the banqueters shout w ith 
laughter and think it a good joke that 
in so easy and quick a way they have 
got rid of an earnest and outspoken 
minister of the Gospel. 
Well, there is no harm in a birthday 
festival. All the kings from Pharaoh’s 
tim e had celebrated such occasions, 
and why not Herod? 
No harm in 
kindling the lights. 
No 
harm in 
spreading the banquet 
No harm in 
arousing music. 
But from the riot 
and wassail that closed the scene of 
th at day every pure nature revolts. 
am not at this time to discuss the old 
question is dancing right or wrong 
but I am to discuss the question, does 
dancing take too much place and oc­ 
cupy too much time in modern society? 
and in my remarks I hope to carry 
with me the earnest conviction of all 
thoughtful persons, and I believe I 
will. 
You w ill all admit, whatever you 
think of that style of amusement and 
exercise, that from many circles it 
has crowded out all intelligent con­ 
versation. 
You w ill also admit that 
it has made the condition of those who 
do not dance, either because they do 
not know how, or because they have 
not the health to endure it, or because 
through conscientious scruples they 
decline Hie exercise, very uncomfort­ 
able. 
You w ill also admit, all of you, 
that it has passed in many cases from 
an amusement to a dissipation, and 
you are easily able to understand the 
bewilderment of the educated China­ 
man who, standing in the brilliant 
circle wdiere there was dancing going 
on four or live hours, and the guests 
seemed exhausted, turned to the pro­ 
prietor of the house and said, ‘^Nhy 
don't you allow your servants to do 
this for you?” 
You are also w illing to admit what­ 
ever be your idea in regard to the 
amusement I am speaking of, and 
whatever be your idea of the old­ 
fashioned square dance and of many 
of the processional romps in which I 
can see no evil, the round dance is ad­ 
ministrative of evil and ought to be 
driven out of all respectable circles 


I am by natural temperament and re­ 
ligious theory opposed to the position 
taken by all those who are horrified 
at playfulness on the part of the 
young, and who think that all ques­ 
tions are decided—questions of de­ 
cency and morals—by the position of 
the feet, while an the other hand, I can 
see nothing but ruin, temporal and 
eternal, for those who go bito the dis­ 
sipations of social life, dissipations 
which have already despoiled thou­ 
sands of young men and women of all 
that is noble in character and useful 
in life. 
Dancining is the graceful motion of 
the body adjusted by art to the sound 
and measures of musical instrument 
or of the human voice. 
All nations 
have danced. 
The ancients thought 
that Castor and Pollux taught the art 
to the Lacedemonians. 
But whoever 
started it, JAI climes have adopted it. 
n 
anciem. 
times 
they 
had the 
festal dance, the m ilitary dance, the 
mediatorial dance, the bacchanalian 
dance, and queens and lords swayed 
to and fro in the gardens, and the 
rough backwoodsman with this exer­ 
cise awakened the echo of the forest 
There is something- in the sound of 


the sea—thousands and tens of thou­ 
sands of the bodies and souls annu­ 
ally consumed in the conflagration of 
ribbons. 
Social dissipation is the abettor of 
pride, it is the instigator of jealousy, 
it is the sacrificial altar of health, ii is 
the defiler of the soul, it is the avenue 
of lust and it is the curse of every- 
town on both sides of the sea. 
Social 
dissipation. 
It may be hard to draw 
the line and say that this is right on 
the one side and that it is wrong on 
the other side. 
It is not necessary 
that we do that, for God has put a 
throne in every man’s soul, and I ap­ 
peal to that throne to-day. 
When a 
man does wrong lie kno*fe he does 
wrong, and when he does right he 
knows he does right, and to that 
throne which Almighty God lifted in 
the heart of every man and woman I 
appeal. 
As to the physical ruin wrought by 
the dissipations of social life there 
can be no doubt. 
What may we ex­ 
pect of people who work all day and 
danes all night? 
After a while they 
w ill be thrown on society nervous, ex­ 
hausted imbeciles. 
These people who 
indulge in the suppers and the mid- 
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lively music to evoke the movement of 
reveU a“d ‘ he“ * ° ho” e 
the 
the hand and foot, whether cultured 
or uncultured. 
Passing down the 
street wre unconsciously keep step to 
the sound of the brass band, while 
the Christian in church with his foot 
beats time while his soul rises upon 
some great harmony. 
While this is so 
in civilized lands, the red men of the 
forest have their scalp dances, 
their 
green corn dances, their war dances. 
In ancient times the exercise was so 
utterly and com pletely depraved that 
the church anathematized it The old 
Christian fathers expressed themselves 
most vehem ently againse i t S t Chry­ 
sostom says: 
“The feet were not 
given for dancing, but to walk mod­ 
estly, not to leap impudently like 
c .mels.” 
One of the dogmas of the 
ancient church reads: 
A dance is the 
devil’s possession, and he that enter- 
eth into a dance entereth into his pos­ 
session. 
As many paces as a man 
makes in dancing, so many paces does 
he make to hell.*’ p Elsewhere the old 
dogmas declared this: 
“The woman 
that singeth in the dance is the prin­ 
cess of the devil, and those that an­ 
swer are her clerks, and the beholders 
are his friends, and the music is his 
bellows, and the fiddlers are the min­ 
isters of the devil. 
For as when hogs 
are strayed, if the hogsherd call one 
all assemble together, so when the 
devil calleth one woman to sing in 
the dance, or to play on some musical 
instruments, presently all the dancers 
gather together ” This indiscriminate 
and universal denunciation of the ex­ 
ercise came from the fact that it was 
utterly and completely depraved. 
But we are not to discuss the customs 
of the olden times, hut customs now. 
We are not to take the evidence of the 
ancient fathers, but our own con­ 
science, enlightened by the word of 
God, is to be the standard. 
Oh, bring 
no harsh criticism upon the voung. 
I 
would not drive out from their soul 
the hilarities of life. 
I do not believe 
that the inhabitants of ancient Wales, 
when they stepped to the sound of the 
rustic harp, went down to ruin. 
I 
believe God intended the young peo­ 
ple to laugh and romp and play. 
I do 
not believe God would have put ex­ 
uberance in the soul and exuberance 
in the body if he had not intended 
they should in some wise exercise it 
and demonstrate it. 
If a mother join 
hands with her children and cross the 
floor to the sound of music, I see no 
harm. 
If 
a 
group 
of 
friends 
cross 
and 
re-cross 
the room 
to 
the sound 
of piano 
w ell played, 
see no harm. 
If a company, all 
of whom are known to host and hostess 
as reputable, 
cross and recross the 
room to the sound of musical instru­ 
ment. I see no harm. 
I tried for a 
long while to see harm in it. 
I could 
not see any harm in it 
I never shall 
see any harm in th a t 
Our men need 
to be kept young, young for many 
years longer than they are kept young. 
Never since my boyhood days have I 
had more sympathy with the innocent 
hilarities of life than I have now. 
What though we have felt heavy 
burdens! 
What though we have had 
to endure hard knocks! 
Is that any 
reason why we should stand in the 
way of those who, unslung of life’s 
misfortunes, are full of exhilaration 
and trlee? God bless the young! They 
will have to wait many a longyear be­ 
fore they hear me say anything that 
would depress their ardor or clip their 
win irs or make them believe that life is 
hard and cold and repulsive. 
It is 
not. 
I tell them, judging from my 
own experience, that they w ill be 
tre a te d a irreal deal better than they 
deserve. 
We have no risrht. to grudge 
th 1 innocent hilarities to the jroung. 
we go on in years let us remem­ 
ber that we had our gleeful times; let 
us >h- able to say, “We had our good 
1 hues, 
let, others have their good 
t ’mes ” 
Let us w illingly resign our 
place to those w ho are coming after 
us. 
I will cheerfully give them every­ 
th in g —my house, my books, my posi­ 
tion in society, my heritage. 
After 
tw enty, forty, fifty years we have 
been d rin k in g out of the cup of this 
life, do n o t let us begrudge the pass­ 
ing of it that otnersm ay take a drink. 
B ut while ail this is so, we can have 
no sym p ath y w ith sinful indulgences, 
an d I am going to speak in regard to 
some of them, though I should tread 
on the long train of some popular 
vanities. 
What are the dissipations of social 
life to-day, and w hat are the dissipa 
tions of the ball room? 
In some cities 
and in some places reaching all the 
year round, in other places only in 
the summer time and at the water­ 
ing places. 
There are dissipations of 
social life that are cutting a very wide 
swath with the sickle of death, and 
hundreds and thousands are going 
down under these influences, and my 
subject in application is as wide as 
Christendom. 
The whirlpool of social 
dissipation is drawing down some of 
the brightest craft that ever sailed 
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cold unwrapped of limbs, w ill after a 
while be found to have been written 
down in God’s eternal records as sui­ 
cides, as much suicides as if they had 
taken their life with a pistol, or a 
knife, or strychnine. 
How many people have stepped from 
the ball room into the graveyard! 
Consumptions and sw ift neuralgias 
are close on their track. 
Amid many 
of the glittering scenes of social life, 
diseases stand right and left and bal- . 
ance and chain. 
The breath of the i 
sepulchre floats up through the per­ 
fume and the froth of death’s lips J 
bubbles up in the champagne. 
I aril j 
told that in some of the cities there 
are parents who have actually given 
up housekeeping and gone to board­ 
ing that they may give their time 
illim itably to social dissipations. 
I 
have known 
family 
after 
fam ily 
blasted in that way in one of the other 
cities where I preached. 
Father and 
mother turning their back upon all

The title is Scottish, from 
the Celtic word Albyn, a native name 
for Scotland. 
New York was named from the first 
title of the duke of Y'orlc, afterw ard 
Jam es II,, who took the city from the 
Dutch in 1G64. 
The Dutch called it 
New Amsterdam. 
Boston was originally named Tre­ 
mont, or Trimoiintain, from being 
built on three hills—Beacon, Kopp 
and Fort hills. 
In 1630 the court of 
Charleston ordered the name changed 
to Boston. 
Cincinnati was originally called Lo­ 
santville. 
The present name was 
given by General S t Clair as a re- 
minder^of the Cincinnati society, an 
association of the officers of the revo­ 
lutionary war. 
General Francis Nash of the revolu­ 
tionary army gavj a name to Nash­ 
ville, Tenn. 
It was first called Nash- 
borough, which was objected to on 
account of being hard to spell. Nash- 
ton was 
suggested, but Nashville 
finally accepted in 1784. 
Baton Rouge, La., was named from 
the fact that for many years after thp 
town was established a gigantic cy­ 
press, tho bark of which was red, 
grew on the site. 
The name means 
red stick, and was bestowed by tho 
French settlers.
